The Alberta Tuberculosis Association is presently conducting 
a chest x-ray and tuberculin testing survey in St, Albert, and 
some people may ask ‘‘Why is it necessary for me to have a 
chest x-ray?’’ 

FIRST OF ALL BECAUSE TUBERCULOSIS IS STILL A CON. 
TAGIOUS DISEASE OF MAJOR PROPORTIONS, THE STURGEON 
HEALTH UNIT REPORTS SHOW A TOTAL OF 54 ACTIVE 
CASES OF TUBERCULOSIS TO THE PRESENT TIME, (37 
female and 17 male,) HIGHEST NUMBER OF THESE CASES 
REPORTED IS IN THE 60-80 AGE GROUP! Herets the breakdown 


1 Case occurred in a baby 

5 Cases in the 20-30 Age Group 
15 Cases in the 30-40 Age Group 
16 Cases in the 40-50 Age Group 
17 Cases in the 60-80 Age Group 


In addition 300 known reactors to the tuberculin test are 
reported and in the Sturgeon Health Unit ll cases were admitted 
to sanatoriums in 1965, 

Children whd have been exposed to the disease are found 
through the regular testing programs carried out in the schools, 
But the Mobile Unit is the only way to find new cases in the 
adult population, Every adult should take advantage of this unit 
to have a free chest x-ray and skin test, so that the disease 
may eventually be eradicated, 

Many other abnormalities, aside from tuberculosis, are detected 
through the mobile x-ray, and persons discovered to have other 
diseass conditions are notified and advised to see their doctor, 

Our Health Unit and the Alberta Tuberculosis Association are 
doing an excellent job, but they do need the co-operation of 
the adult population, Take a few minutes - go and have an x-ray. 
Any parent concerned about a pre-school child may make an 
appointment at the Health Unit for a test,
